The turn which matters aro tnkiug 
in the East ia filling French statesmen 
with uneasiness; for it ia no more to 
tbe interest ot Frunco than it ia to that 
of Euglaucl that Eiissiii and Germany 
should ba allowed to settle by tbera- 
seWes the many serious questions which 
the war has raised. The attitude of the 
English Liberals is to tbo Fre nch Re- 
publicans most i^orplexinjj. One hesi- 
tates to aeciiso statesmen of tritling 
with natural interests for party aims; 
and' yet Treuchmeu are saying that 
if Iiir. Gladstoue had beou in office he 
would not have dared assume the atti 
tude which he has done with respect 
to England's foreign policy. Ho would 
not have darod assert that Russia's 
designs are disinterested, and thai 
England's interests cannot be imperill- 
ed by their fulfillment. He spoke a 
different language in 1854; he showed 
himself keenly alive to Russian bar- 
barity at the time of the Polish rebell- 
ion in 18G3, and in fact tho whole 
temper of his mind is such as must 
have made Russian policy most re- 
pugnant to him, had not his judgment 
been warped by considerations alieu 
from true statesmanship. But that so 
large a section of the Liberal party 
should have followed the vagaries of 
their former leader is still a greater 
puzzle. Can thoy really be blind to 
the dangers with which Europe is 
threatened by the ascendency of the 
great military powers? The_ French 
Bepublicans have never forja^moment 
wavered in their mistrust of the Ruaso- 
German alliance. They know that if 
the two empires are not checked by a 
league of constitutional States they 
will shortly dictate to the whole world. 
Does England wish to sea Russian 
influishce paramount in the East, and 
Germany seize upon Holland and the 
Dutch colonies? These are not con- 
tingencies that belong to a remote 
future; they naay be accomplished faots 
before the present year is ended, and 
if English Liberals can view them with 
complacency, French Liberals do not. 
It would be calamitous to Franco to 
see her neighbor bocomo so powerful 
aa to bo in a position to osorcise a 
continual control of French home 
affairs. It suited Prince Bismarck in 
tho recent crisis to side with the Re- 
publicans, because he thought the 
Conservatives might, through tho 
agency of the Vatican , come to a friend- 
ly understanding with the Catholic 

M States^of SputhrGermany; but the Be- 
publicans are not so guileless as to 
suppose that they and their cause are 
otherwise than distasteful to tho Ger- 
man Chancellor and his Sovereign. 
The instant Germany had re-ilized her 
projects of aggiandizement, it would 
be her interest to see Prance ruled by 
a weak find pacific goTcrnment; and 
she would promote the restoration of 
Louie Philippe II., or possibly of 
Napoleon IV., if the Bonapartists 
would give pledges of subjection. Cer- 
tainly she would not consent to see a 
Bt*8ng-and Jree. Republio flourish upo n 
her borders. 

The Republicans feel that they aro 
playing for their liberties just as Eng- 
land is for her Empire, and tho expe- 
diency of an Anglo-French alliance, 
to which Austria and Italy would soon 
be drawn, is becoming daily more 
urgent. But the lead must be taken 
by England; for France, in herpiesent 
difficult position, cannot venture upon 
tho first step, nor can Austria. As for 
Italy she is bound to side with the 
Btronger party. If England and France 
remain - inactive, and thereby force 
Austria to the Russo-German alliance, 
then the Italians cannot remain in 
profitless isolation, but must seize upon 
the opportunity of getting some of the 
territorial spoils that will ba distribut- 
ed. But the language of the Liberal 
iournalfl' of Borne, and those of Paris 
also which are inspired by the Dufaure 
■\7addington cabinet and by M. Gam- 
'iijetta, plainly reveal that the Italians 
have no desire for territorial aggran- 
dizement, and would be much more 
Batisfied with a French alliance, which 
■would halp them to cp^e with the Papal 
question, whibKTs their' most pressing 

' danger. What would a strip of land 
•on the eastern shore of the Adriatic 
atail to Italy in comparison with the 
power she would derive from an alli- 
ance with a Liberal French Govern- 
ment, able and willing to keep the 
Ultramdntanes in order? Therefore, by 
the force of things, Italy is disposed to 
Bide with France; just as France is 

. yearning to act with England, if the 
British Government will only give the 
gignal. ,\yhy it does not give the sig-. 
nal is a- pbint which baffles epeoula-

THE CONSTITTrnON BILL AND THE 
OPPOSITION TO IT. 

The Bill to amouil the Couititulion 
And reform tho repreaentatiou has been 
before tlio House and nouutry for mor« 
than threo weeks. Its provisions bavo 
been explained and diaoussodby the Gov- 
ernment press, and its full text baa been 
laid before their readers. Tho proposed 
measure has formed thaaubjoct of discua- 
Bion in plaoes where man "most do con- 
gregate," and the Oppositioa on three 
different ocoasioDS linvehad oonsideratioa 
of the Bill postponed uu a plea of requir- 
ing informutioa as to the ne'w district 
boundaries. But during all the time that 
the Bill has been before the House we 
have looked in vain through the Opposi- 
tion press for a single intelligent objec- 
tion to its provisions. With a self-re- 
straint tliat scarcely does them credit, tho 
Opposition organs have almost ignored 
the existence of tho measure. The Herald 
only has had the maaliuesa to publish an 
article reviewing tho Bill, and about the 
only fault it could tind waa with the re- 
duced indemnity to members! The local 
organ has contented itself in a short item 
■with calling the Bill '"iDfamous," but has 
failed to explain wherein tho infamy lies. 
If, then, there exist no valid objection to 
the passage of the measure; — if it is so 
.. nearly perfect that its sharpest critics eau 
find HO well grounded rouaou for oppos- 
ing, it must be a measure the passage of 
which would be boneflcial to the country. 
But the Opposition do not desire tho Bill 
to pass, bticauso they know that with it in 
force the days of silent brigades will have 
passed forever. It is not very long ago 
. that the leader of the Opposition sat in 
the House with sixteen supporters and 
ran the Province into debt and disgrace. 
Of these sisteea supporters how many 
ever had the ability or took the tnnibie 
to discuss a question that camn before 
the House? Of the four Ministers, two — 
Asu and Armstrong— were mutes. When 
they entered the OAbioet they were put 
under bonds not to speak— it being un- 
derstood that wber.over they open their 
mouths they p;at their feat in them. Of the 
„'vtwiho remiuning supporters nine wore 
■ ■ never known to wag their tongues; but 
whether "Simon said up." or "Simon said 
down" their votes wore always safe for 
Walkem <fc Oo. Against siioh a degrading: 
condition of afl'airs the ocutitry revolted 
during iho general election of 1875 and 
■ent members in to unseat the Govern 
ment that had brought it about. Since 
the occurrence of that fortuitous cvout— 
since tho Walkem Governmeut were sent 
to Coventry — a system of persecution has 
been inaugurated against every member 
who refuses to assist in the return of 
Walkem & Go. to power. The recout on- 
- slangbt upou Mr. Elliott with the oold- 
blooded ferocity so chnracteriafio of the 
man who made it, was in pursuance of 
that system. Afraid, unable, or unwilling 
to disoass tho Constitution Bill upou its 
merits the Opposition have sought its de- 
...feat by formulating unfounded charges 
* against its author. Those charges huve 
nothing whatever to do with the merits of 
the Bill; and if they had n court of law 
and not the House is the place in which 
to press them. Failing by these disrepii- 
. . table means to induce the Government to 
pet aside the Bill Mr. Walkem rose on 
Friday night to discuss its merits (sa lo 
thismarkl) We do not intend to leview 
his speech, which was one of its author's 
moat pourilo efiforts. His' progooatica- 
■'' tion" with reference to the dire ofTocts 
..■ of the Bill in lowering the character of 
•J legislation were as ab.snrd as his predic- 
'^• ii-tion's about the "untjoru babe" and the 
■' railway — predictions which during the 
present session he swallowed wholus boliis 
'when'nie vo^d for the railway clause of 
the Address. Every reader who possesseB 
' '■'a grain. of sense will understand that it is 
easier to oonirol 25 than 33 members; nod 
who except Mr. Walkem a:ul his folio w- 
'"■ ers would like to see 33 voters at Kooteuay 
T.;,. return two members while Victoria with 
^" 950 voters returns but four; New West- 
miEster. with 700 voters returns bat three; 
Nanaimo with 500 voters returns but one; 
and Cassiar with 300 voters returns none? 
(ii One of tho questions involved in the fate 
of the Constitution Bill is whether the 
. grave anomaly. which places in tho hands 
of thirty-three voters at Kootenay as 
' mtidh' political power as in 475 votors 
in' any other part of the Province 
shall be allowed to continue? A superior 
.'. , race of human beings, any one of whom 
is equal to ten men from any other dis- 
.' ' triot, may have settled along the aouth- 
" era boundary of tho Province; but tho 
capital 'hiis seen none but ordinary speci- 
mens of the gentis homo from that section. 
Another qufstion is whether Nanaimo, 
New Westminster (tho garden district), 
Yale. Cariboo, Victoria, and other sec- 
. tiona which have added or are about to 
: add largf'ly to their i^opulations, shall 
longer suiFer from the evils of under re- 
probontation? A third quosiion is whe- 
ther it would not be well, whenever 
practioable, to allow the commercial, 
agricultural, fishing, lumbering, iind 
mining communities to return members 
concerned in and understanding thorough- 
.•' ly their divergent interests, instead of as 
now sending members who havo little 
in common with the distrio s they 
. represent^ and are scarcely able to judge 
'.'•iiitelligently of the wants of tbefr con- 
stituents. Some time ago we read an 
article in Mr. Walkem's organ condemn- 
ing tho Ontario press for deferring to 
British Colnmbia as a Province with only 
ten thousand inhabitants. Our contem- 
porary was exceedingly wroth at the base 
iuiinnation that the population had nnt 
increased since Oonfederatiou, the figures 
being quoted in Ottawa in support of an 
argument intended to show that a railway 
through Briiish Coluoabia would not pay 
""^•^anseot tho sparaencss of the popuhi- 
mlmi. -In order to make a point against 
Biir Mr. Walkim w.irmly insists 
A the population of British Columbia 
brid'not progressed sinee the date'of Oou- 
^mr'cration; the population he sets at r«« 
. Qnti««'«' whites. This will prove a strong 
dreipo" i'^ hands of tho detractors of 
Province abroad. Tho City of Vic- 
• i^tSria'albne contains 6,000 whites, and the 
' '^nubibef is increasing every day. T/ost- 
minster claims 3,000 aod Nanaimo 
1,800. In these tbrue districts alono theio 
are 10,800 iubabitauts, with all tho rest of 
' tbeProviDCO to hoar from. Thopopula- 
iibn lias doubled sinco 1671; and in tho 
improved state of uflairs brought about 
by the policv of the Elliott Ministry 
ought to doulile again within the'; next 
ilwelvo months. 



The action of Nanaimo in protesting 
against a part of the Constitution Bill, 
was greeted ns one that ought to be fol- 
lowed; but Nanaimo only protests against 
tho clause that relates to her own repre- 
sentation, whereas Mr. Walkem [chal- 
lenges tho whole Bill, and endeavors to 
support hia position with copious 
draughts on fiction. The Bill, wo con 
tend, is a good measure — one that is 
urgently demanded by the growing re 
quuements of tho country, and abso- 
lutely necessary to ensure the proper 
working of conBtitatioDol government in 
this Province. If, however, it be a bad 
Bill, the Opposition have not yet sue 
ceedsd in proving it to the satisfaction 
oven of their own newspapers.

ior\a Glty. What did the Attorney Gen- 
eral intend to do in tho matter? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — Let tho gentleman 
make a statement of that sort outside of 
tho Hoase and I will settle the quoHtion 
with him in a court of justice. (Cheers.) 
• ■ • • When Mr. Walkem contem ed 
thut n Comuiisf-ion could issue under tho 
Act ho sank in hi.s opinion ns a lawyer, 
and ha (Mr. E.) would =tate again that if 
ft Commission were unconstitutionally ap- 
pointed no action for false evidence of 
perjury oottld lie. The only way to get 
at tho matter now was this: Let the mem- 
ber for Cariboo or Gomox state outside the 
Honse or /n public print what they have said 
within tlieso walls and he (Mr. E.J would 
quicldy take the proper ineuiis to prove hl.-i 
innocence. Ho ^imply know thai it was 
utterly fal.se that he had ever bought anv 
man's vote for any purpose whatever, and 
it was just as untrue to assert that he (Mr.

The above is extracted from the report 
of House proceedings on Friday. Wo draw 
especial attention to the extract.

Quite recently a pnrngrapH in tho Pall 
Mall Gazette called attention to the eiton- 
sivo and illegitimate manufacture of fire 
arms in India, which has spread to such 
an oxtont as to attract tho notice of the 
Government.

Wo have often heard of membors of 
Legislative Assemblies representiDg a 
•'ono herae" oonstitnenoy.and the fa«t that 

Kootenay oasts a graml total of 3a votes 
and roturns two 7ne7nbors hus frequently 
bean alluded to as au anomaly wbioh a 
new Roproaeutation bill ought to correct. 
But we havo in our mind's eyo tlio still 
more liuiouioua ciroumscanco of u " one 
man " constituency electing one member, 
and on turning up tho tilo of The Colon- 
I3T of 1859 we find that the town of Na- 
naimo with only one rote unanimonsly 
elected John Goorgo Barnstou " as a fit 
and proper person to represent the 
people (?) of Nanaimo" in tht House of 
Aisembly. Tho solitary vote was oast by 
Oapt. Charles Edward Stuart, who was 
tho ouly qualitisil vot^r in the district, 
and to that gentleman's good oflicea Mr. 
Barnaton on-ed liis election. Wo should 
be sorry for a moment to imugino that 
the distrio'; of JC'jotcnuy will fv.ir bo re- 
duced to tbis " .fiuiiiiliu' " c jmlition — that 
is BO far as her votois' list ia coacoruoil; 
bnt tba election at Nauaimo in 1859 seems 
to hars a peculiar application to the con- 
Btitaenoj -with 33 members represented by 
two members in the present Honsfi.

EUROPE. 

RoHK, March C. — The pope on re- 
ceiving the parish priests recommend- 
ed them to preach Jesus Chiiet, his 
life and teachings, and to guard their 
flocks against the infidelity and im- 
morality 80 generally prevailing, the 
result of a corrupt press. 

The i)ope in all his exhortations 
avoids mention of the Virgin with tho 
purpose of discontinuing mariolatry 
which his predecessors 80 loug en- 
couraged. It has shocked most people 
that the pope in his coronation speech 
made no allusion to the late Pius IX, 
although Oardiuttl Di Piotro in ad- 
dressing tho pontiff h id been eloquent 
in praise of the decessed pope. The 
omission coald not therefore be acci- 
dental and has been variously com- 
mented on. The pope and Cardinal 
Frauchi have determined on a policy 
of recouciliating as far as possible the 
interests of the church and state in 
questions ponding with the various 
governments. 

BoME, March 7. — King Humbert 
opened tho Italian parliament in per- 
son to day and delivered a speech from 
tho throne. Ho said, "we shall con- 
solidate and render fruitful tbe great 
work of Italian unity to which its 
glorious founder devoted his life." The 
speech eiiumorntes tbe bills for the 
electoral financial nud admiuislrativa 
reforms which will be submitted, and 
continues: "Tho new treaties of com- 
merce will provide fresh sources for the 
treasury and advartngea for trade. The 
oxporionco of great wars renders it neces- 
sary to place the army a d navy on a new 
footing with regard to the arms and ma- 
terial which Bcionce is daily perfecting. 
Wb unhesitatingly aBsented to tbe confer- 
ence desiring to secure a durable peaca 
for Europe. Our impartiality will give a 
gieater value to our ooun^•1s and our 
recent history' will afford a convincing 
argument for supporting the solutions 
most in conformity with justice and tho 
rights of humanity, Such is our faith 
which, splendidly confirmed by living 
facts, is preparing for us a most preoious 
alliance — ihe alliance of tha future." The 
King refers to the Holy See o-* follows: 
'•Pope Piua IX, afier goveruiufj^^e church 
32 years, hae descended to tlie tomb re- 
gretted and venerated. The rites electing 
his succesHor hjivo been performed in per 
feet freedom and without disturbance of 
the tranquility of tho state, peace of con 
science or independenco of mioisters of 
religion. By maintaining our institntfont 
reconciling respect for religion with tho 
determined defence ofStato laws and prin- 
ciples of civilization we prove ho<v great 
are the fruits of liberty. We are confident 
that in our hands Italy will not fall from 
her exalted position." 

LoMQON, March 6.— The Indian Council 
bills were allotted to-day at d pOr rupee 
decline. 

London March G.— Tbe Grand Lodge 
of Ereo-Maaons of England, Lord Carnar- 
von presiding, unanimously passed a re- 
solution rcfusiug to recognize as a free 
mason aqy person init ated in a lodge 
where tbe belief in OtoA is denied or ig- 
nored. This refers to the action of the 
Grand Orient of France which recently 
eliminated tbe article expressing belief in 
God from its litnul. 

B«KLrN, Marcia G,~Tho resignation of 
Herr Camphauson is final. Ho ouly i.cts 
pending tho u^jpointmont ot bin succesjor. 

Constantinople, March 7.— Capt. Mau 
thorpo, formerly of the Euglish navy and 
recently Hobart Pasha's adjutant, hss been 
promoted and sout to Cretan waters as 
second in command of the fleet there. 

London, March 7. — In the House of 
Lordi the Duke of Argylo called attention 
to tho treaties of 1856 and 1871 and maiu- 
tained that Turkey is tho only power 
which has broken them. Lord Derby 
admitted that the Btate ojf things contem- 
platod'in thowo treaties hadxeasfd tooiist. 
Ho would not enter minutely into the 
question of England's attitude at tbe con- 
ference but as a general principle England 
wished tlio question to bo settled in a 
European not in an exclnsively Russian 
sense anti wished th« settlement to bo 
durable and equitable towards the various 
races and cremls. The goveruajaiit would 
do its best to bring about a satisfactory 
B«ltlomeot boiwe«u conflicting intere^ts, 
hutit was unwise for any man to attempt to 
predict the result. Lord Derby's despon- 
dent tone caused some uneasiness in the 
lobby. 

Constantinople, March 7, — Eaonf 
Paaba ha-i been solooted to accompany 
God. Ignatiefl to St. Petersburgb to ex- 
change ratifications oftte treitty. It ia 
undei stood the Czar during the negotia- 
tions at St. Petersburg will oon-'ider tbe 
indemnity and probably gnii.t pomo 
furthiT modifications. The visit of Grand 
Duke Nicholas to theSultan has been po.-<t 
poued in consequence of the difficulty in 
coming to any arrangement in regard to 
his military escort. Gen, Ignatii-ff and 
Raout Pusha will sail for Odessa Friday. 

London, March 8. — St. Petersburg and 
ConHtiintiuoplo lii-patches state tht^t the 
exact boundaries of Bulgaria are iu tho 
WQst of tbe Servian frontier, thence in a 
lino including part of Metrovita and 
Wranjia and along the river Kar^au to 
Yemidjo on the iEgean Se^. The southern 
Qoast extends from Teuidji to a point mid- 
way botweonKavala and Tidergabit.thenoo 
the line runs northward to Leahren, and 
skirting Adriauople turns eastward to the 
Enxioo Sea. Tho eastern coast extends 
from Hekcintabittssi to Mangali and from 
Mangali the line runs southward to "S'as- 
sova on tho Danube. The election of a 
prince of Bulgaria is to be under the sur- 
veillaneo of a EusHian commission, and 
another Hussian commission Mill superin- 
tend reforms in Turliisb Armenia. The 
Sagb(^nli^ range o! monntttins will I form 
the boundary between tho Bnssian and 
Turkish possessions in Asia, 

ConstantinoptjE, March 7 — The Bri- 
tish fleet is atill at Touzla, Tho channel 
squadrou baa reaohed Besika Bay.

— A special from San 
Stcfano says Roumania asks for tho Do- 
bridga Islands at tho mouth of the 
Danube, the fortress of Widdiu, and two 
hundred and fifty million francs indem- 
nity without agreeing to code Bessarabia 
A Vienna despatch says Gen. Igoatieff 
has returned to San Stefnno with Sufaet 
Pasha. This has revived the suspicion 
of an intention to concludo a secret treaty 
although General Schouvaloff, who start 
od on the -Ith iust., has taken the trpaty 
of peace to Berlin. It ia thought Eng 
land will decline to invest her reprcsen 
tative with the powers implied in the pro 
posal to change tbe conference to a con- 
gress.

Berlin, Feb. 18. — The marriages of 
the Princess Obarlotte, the daughter 
of the Crown Prince, and grand- 
daughter of Queen "Victoria, to Bern- 
ard, hereditary Priuce of tbe Duchy 
of Sase Meiuiilgeu, and of Princess 
Elizabeth, second daughter of Prince 
Frederick Charles, to Augustus, hci« 
editary Prince of tbe Grand Duchy of 
Oldenburg, arc to-^ be solemnized here 
this evening at seven in the chapel of 
of the old palace. Tho King and Queen 
of the Belgians, the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of Counaught, tho Priuce of 
Orange, heir to tho throne of the 
Netherlands, and raony German royal 
and princely personages have arrived. 
An unique feature of the festive pro- 
ceedings will be a traditional dance by 
torchlight of tbe twelve Ministers of Ibe 
Emperor's Cabinet. Tbe trousseau are 
entirely of Gorman make. Prince Bis- 
marck will not ouly take part in the 
wedding festivities, but will also walk 
at tho head of Ministers in the cere- 
monial dauce with flambeau. Since 
1872, the Ohanncellor constantly re- 
mained away from all Court festivities; 
that be now reappears is considered 
indicating a reconciliation between the 
Chancellor and tho Court. 

Tho marriages of Priocess Charlotte 
to the Prince of Saxe Meiniugen, and 
the Princess Elizabeth to the heredit- 
ary Prince of the Grand Duchy of 
Oldenburg were celebrated to-night 
with great splendour. The city is 
brilliantly illuminated.

Dr.Strousberg,tho railway contractor 
whose tremendous collapse astonished 
all Europe lately, has another surprise 
for the public. Ho proposes to make 
Berlin a seaport, by the building of 
two deep sea canals, one connecting 
with tho mouth of the Elbe, and the 
other witli the mouth of tho Odor. Eight 
millions sterling is the estimated cost, 
and profits enoueb to pay 10 per cent, 
on this are promised. If tbe plan could 
bo realised, Berlin would bo raised, 
so says tho I'russian correspondent of 
the London Times, to tho position of 
a dominant commercial, manufacturing 
and military centre on the continent. 
Whether Bismarck lends his oonnten- 
ance or refuses it to the enterprise, tho 
indications that some important move- 
ment towards making Germany a great 
maritime power is in contemplation, 
are many and significant. It may bo by 
building certain ship canals, or it may 
be by tbe seizure of Holland ; but in 
some way or other the attempt ^rill be 
made.
